Over Half Of Chicks 


Die Before Maturity 


From 50 to SO per c out of the chicks 


hatched die before they reach matur- 
ity. Tins losb ran be greatly reduced 
by proper feeding and caie, says E 
L. Dakan, poultry extension specialist 
at the Ohio State University. One of 
the important things to remember, be 
says, is that (he baby chicks should 
not be fed before they are 48 hours 
old 
Many of the best poultrymen do 


not feed them until thev are 72 hours 
old. 
Many people feed baby chicks 


too much 
They should be fed very 


lightly the first week and 
four 
or 


five times a day. 


Rolled oats make an excellent feed 


for the first week. Cracked corn and 
wheat or any of the commercial chick 
feeds also make a satisfactory feed 
for starting chicks. 
After the first 


week or two, corn and wheat may be 
used exclusively as a grain feed. 


The growing chick should be pro- 


vided with the necessary elements for 


development of the body. This require- 
ment can be met only by providing 
some animal protein such 
as that 


found jn rmlk, meat scrap, or tankage. 
If milk is available, chicks 
should 


have all that they can consume fiom 
the tune of the first feeding until ma- 
ture. 
If meat scrap or 
tankage is 


used as a source of protein the chicks 
should be fed a dry rmsh composed of 
two parts bran, two parts shorts, t^o 
ports cornmeal, and one-fourth to one- 
half 
part meat 
scrap or tankage. 


Keep this in self feeders before the 
chicks at all times. 
The dry mash 


without the tankage or meat scrap 
should also be fed to chicks that hate 
plenty of milk.

Soy Beans 


The interest manifested in this im- 


portant legume is certainly a good sign 
for the improvement of hill tarnis of 
Coshocton-co. This legnmc rertamly 
has a place in our rotation, and a much 
larger place than oat^, which we use 
entirely too much 
Unlike oats it is a 


soil builder instead of a soil depleter. 
Because of the continued mteiest in 
this legume we give below some di- 
rections for the planting and care of 
this valuable legume. 


Preparation of Seedbed—Same 
as 


for corn. Early plowing and frequent 
harrowing minimize weed trouble later. 


Cultivation—In rows two or 
three 


cultivations usually will control weed 
growth. Drilled solid a weeder or light 
harrow run across the 
rows in the 


afternoon when tops are wilted helps 
to combat grass and weed growth. 


Fertilization—For 
hay 
200-300 


pounds acid phosphate per acre, for 
silage in corn ^00 to 500 Ibs. In both 
cases apply with gram drill or in. such 
other manner as will spread the phos- 
phate over entire area. 


Liming—Altho soy beans have a 


rather small lime reqyirement 
it ib 


very desirable that acid soils be limed 
before sowing the crop. Either grow 
on soil that has been limed in the past 
two or three years, or arrange to ap- 
ply from 1 to 2 tons of ground lime-
